HE furnishing trade has 
been faced with many seri- 
ous problems during the 

last twelve months. Some of 
these have seemed easy—but 
have proved difficult—of solu- 
tion. 

There is one, perhaps which 
is uppermost in our minds. We 
refer to the advantages or dis- 
advantages of altering the rulings 
that have already been made 
under Ch. 127, page 40139, 
paragraph (J) (1), line 184, of the 
agreement which lays down the 
minimum performance standards 
of Xestobium Ruffivolosum and 
the Anobium Punctatum. For the 
uninitiated, these are foul, horrid- 
looking little furniture beetles— 
with such serious intent that, in 
common. with their brother 
Lyctus, they persist in digging 
holes for themselves. 

This problem still remains to 
be solved,-and we seriously sug- 
gest that it is time that a joint 
meeting were called of the Royal 
Society of Entomologists, which 
probably does not exist, and the 
Joint Industrial Council of the 
Furniture Trade to settle a policy 
that will be satisfactory to both 
sides. 

But this is essentially boring 
business. 


sexe There are many other in- 
dustrial problems that must be 
faced, and faced squarely by fur- 
niture men if their production 
possibilities are to come to full 
fruition. 

There are, too, many outstand- 
ing difficulties on the retail fur- 
nishing side; and these also must 
be tackled with that spirit of de- 


point 


termination—we might say ruth- 
lessness—that will enable us, with 
a good captain at the wheel, to 
plough a straight furrow and at 
last see light at the end of the 
tunnel. 

If we do not do this, we shall 
have to tighten our belts, put our 
shoulders to the wheel, get down 
to brass tacks and leave no stone 
unturned to make sure that we 
shall sail to victory. 

At this season of the year, so 
full of joy, we do not want to 
stress too strongly the evils which 
surround both sides of our in- 
dustry. Ending on a_ happier 
note, all we can say is that, if we 
do not do something about it, we 
shall be in a nasty sticky mess!

LIFETIME spent in serving 

the great bone-headed pub- 

lic has taught me much. 
And one of the greatest lessons I 
have learned is that while any 
fool can sell furniture, it takes 
great experience to really make 
your customer feel as small as 
you'd like him to.

firm line has to be adopted from 
the start.

Let there be a 
nice pause between the words, to 
let him see you only say it 
because you have to. 


Let him state his wants. Then, 
absently murmur: “Would you 
mind repeating that? I find it a 
little difficult to follow.” 


Making ’em Malleable 


This should make him speak 
not only more clearly, but also 
more loudly. At which you step 
back a pace, give a pitying smile 
and murmur: “ Please . . .

Under my arm was a great 
sheaf of newspapers, and in her 
dorothy-bag my dear wife carried 
several newly-sharpened pencils 
and a sharp pair of scissors. Our 
plan of campaign was this. On 
arrival at our friend’s (or rela- 
tion’s) house we would say noth- 
ing of our intentions. But when 
Elsie was taken upstairs to 
deposit her hat and coat in the 
bedroom, she would hurriedly 
reconnoitre the furnishings. If she 
approved of the wardrobe and 
thought that it would be suitable 
for our purpose she was to give 
me a pre-arranged sign and I

Most of the plan- 
ning I naturally left to her, for 
she had been trained in the art of 
Cutting Patterns and I had not.

I shall never be quite sure what 
went wrong. I followed Elsie’s 
advice most carefully about lay- 
ing all the pieces of pattern on 
the rough wood so as to keep the 
“ way of the grain” the same and 
to avoid cutting anything “ on the 
bias.” Many of the patterns 
Elsie herself stuck on to the wood 
with paste so as to make my task 
easier. 

We had many a happy evening 
in our little kitchen, pasting and 
sawing away for dear life, and 
often humming a little tune as we 
saw our Dream growing beneath 
our hands. 

But our happiness began to 
fade a little when we came to 
assemble all our pieces together.
